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REMARKS 

The Office Action sets forth a requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121 alleging a 
Restriction Requirement for the election of one from among the following listed groups of 
claims which have been alleged to be patentably distinct inventions: 

Group I. Claims 1-8, drawn to an electrically conductive thermal insulator, 
classified in class 428, subclass 304.4; and 

Group II. Claims 9-11, drawn to a method of forming an electrically conductive 
thermal insulator, classified in class 427, subclass various.

Applicant respectfully elects Group I (which includes claims 1-8) without traverse.
